600 Locomotives Ruined. 
Of the 729 locomotives of the National 
railways, 139 are still usable and ninety 
of them are under repairs. Of the 18,492 
freight cars only 3,400 are known to be 
still hanging together. Of the Mexican 
railway (Vera Cruz line) equipment, 
seven of the mountain locomotives out of 


number of the seventy used for level haul. 
The fine sleeping cars, built especially 
for the tropics, with extra wide bodies 
and cold air compartments in the roof, 
have been taken chiefly as private cars 
for the generals, but two remaining for 
business. Certainly not more than a 
third of the 107 locomotives and 1,432 cars 
of the Interoceanic, with its subsidiaries, 
the Mexican Eastern ont Mexican South- 
ern, remain. 
The railroad revenues which had been 
growing rapidly under the Mexican de- 
velopment, and which generally had been 
turned back into properties instead of 
being distributed as dividends, of course 
began to dwindle when the revolution 
started. The complete disaster did not 
come, however, until the properties were 
taken over by the government, and the 
patriots (Mex.) were put in charge. 
Charge Big Loss to U. . 
The Interoceanic was largely English 
owned. When the holders of the $12,250,- 
000 4 and 4% per cent debentures were 
forced under moratorium to get along 
without their interest, it was on the state- 
ment that $662,833 of the loss could be 
charged to the American occupation of 
Vera Cruz, or rather the reprisals which 
accompanied. This is one of the interest - 
ing claims which the United States must 
fight. ° 
The loss to the National system, built 
by American capital, is vastly heavier, 
because there wha more to be damaged. 
Its trackage covered 11,416 kilos, or 7,093 
miles. Its property investment was 
827,632,188 pesos, or $413,000,000 United 
States gold. With the present depreci- 
ated currency the investment amounts to 
6.000, 000,000 pesos, and the damage done, 
theoretically, the Mexican government 
must remedy. That job would tax even 
the Mexicgn-mpney printing presses, but 
the situation is worse, for equipment 
dealers and builders insist on having 
money which is negotiable. 


Loss to Yankees Heavy. 

The loss to the holders of $400,000, 000 of 
securities (United States currency) is im- 
possible to gauge. Net earnings had beep 
running at $12,500,000 (United States) a 
year, and this has been entirely lost, and 
will continue lost until rebuilding of the 
road and resumption of industries. A 
cash outlay is necessary for the notes is- 
sued to pay bond interest. the whole 
gmounting already to $15,000,000 United 
States gold. 

If business could now be reramed, over 
tracks in perfect condition, with equip- 
ment in perfect condition, , ad with nor- 
mal business assured—noneée of which is 
possibie—the pid rates would have to be 
tacteased, by 600 per cent. as a result of 
the collapse of exchange, merely to pay 
expenses.
